ADVANCE IN PASSENGER 


RATES. 
" - 


The plea of the 
railway officials, 


who visited the city last Friday, was 
not so much for an advance in rates 
as for an opportunity to present their 
case before the legislature now in 
session. In fact the resolution which 
was adopted at their request, simply 
asked for a fair and impartial hear- 
ing. 
The most prejudiced mind will 


admit that this is a reasonable re- 
quest. 
. Tlie railroad companies are pre- 
pared to present a strong case, as 
was outlined at the meeting, and ev- 
ery fair-minded man will admit that 
they are entitled to the relief sought. 
The revenue of two cents a mila is a 
fixed revenue and the freight sched- 
ule is also an iron-bound schedule, 
but the outgoes are so elastic thai 
they are constantly on the' move anc 
always going up. 


The railroads are in the same con- 


dition as a man with a fixed income, 
with no limit to his expense account 
He may borrow, while his credit is 
good, but when that is gone he is up 
against it. 
That is where the rail- 


roads are today, and thirty of them 
are in the hands of receivers, while 
many others are on the ragged edge. 


One of the Chicago and Northwest- 


ern officials stated that his company 
was obliged to set aside six thousand 
dollars a day to meet the Wisconsin 
tax bill. The railway companies are 
paying into the state treasury this 
year more than four million dollars, 
which is an outrage only surpassed 
DV- the half million tax on the North- 
western Life Insurance company. 


The tax bill is only one item of in 


creased expense. All kinds of regu- 
lative laws call for expensive equip- 
m--nt and wage scales 
always ad- 


vance. 
The companies have 
been 


hard hit in every direction, and are 
entitled to the relief they seek. 


It is unfortunate that their 
case 


must be considered at the present 
Time, by a legislature committed to 
retrenchment and economy, but jus- 
tice makes a claim which should not 
be ignored. 
The people of Wiscon- 


sin are fair-minded people. The rail- 
roads have been a. prime factor in 
contributing to the prosperity of the 
state. They are in dire straights to- 
day, 
and need relief. 
The' people's 


representatives can not afford to ig- 
nore their plea. 


CAUSE OF DEPRESSION. 


The tariff, the war, the democratic 


administration, 
and 
various 
other 


things have been held responsible for 
the business depression and industrial 
stagnation, which the country is ex- 
periencing. 
, 


In reviewing the situation before 


the Interstate Commerce' Commission, 
now in session in Chicago,—called to 
consider the case of higher railroad 
rates in the west—the president of 
the Mercantile Trust company of St. 
Louis made 
some1 startling state- 


ments, and places the responsibility 
for hard times on the demoralized 
condition of the railroads. 


His arguments are so strong and 


conclusive that they are convincing. 
What he has to say about railroad 
securities is based on a knowledge' of 
facts, and unless relief 
is speedily 


furnished, wholesale disaster is sure 
to .follow, not only to the railroads, 
but to the 
country as well. 
This 


great industry is already crippled, 
and bankruptcy stare's many com 
panies in the face. 
Read the follow- 


ing report and do a little sober thing- 
ing. 


Chicago, March 5.—"This meeting 


to consider an increase of rates for 
western railways to my mind is the 
most important called in Chicago, in 
Illinois or in the United States in the 
last 20 years, for the weal or woe of 
this nation. 


This was the statement with which 
Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust company of St. Louis, 
and considered one of the best versed 
bankers on railway values and credit 
in the United States, opened testi- 
mony which he presented before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
this city today, in the appeal brought 
by the carriers for advances on cer- 
tain commodities, the rates on which 
are considered too low. The advance 
asked for, it is estimated, would ag- 
gregate about $10,000,000" per year, or 
1%% on the freight traffic of the 41 
railroads interested, during the last 
fiscal year. 
Mr. Wade's 
testimony 


gave the banker's attitude toward the 
question of railroad credit. 


"Three is no class of trade or com- 


merce," said Mr. Wade, "where se- 
curities have depreciated as much or 
are harder to sell than are railroad 
securities in the United States. For 
the' last few years, we, in connection 
with other investors in railroad se- 
curities, have been obliged to turn 
elsewhere on account of the uncer- 
tainty and unreliability of these "se- 
curities as an investment or to buy 
for snlc again to others.

"The railways of the United States 


represent 25% ot the commerce of the 
United States and when you curtail 
that immense purchasing power, you 
thrpw out of employment an army oC 
men and women—23% of all the men 
and women of the United States de- 
pend upon the railways for existence. 
When you deplete 
the purchasing 


power of that .great artery of com- 
merce' you throw thousands oat of 
employment."
